The national waterways commission will be in Fort 


iJVayne next Friday on its way over the proposed 


i route of the Michigan and Erie waterway project. 
!United States Senator Theodore E. Burton, of Ueve- 
lland chairman of the commission, announces in a let- 
iter to Hon. P. A. Randall that the commission will 
,make but a brief stay in Fort Wajne, having dotted ^ 
ibut three hours for the hearing to be given the For 
& f 


• Wayne advocates of the enterprise. Perhaps that will 
Ibe time enough for a thorough presentation of Fort 
'-Wayne's cause, but in view of the fact that the project 
had its birth and has its chief supporters in this city, 
the brevity of the hearing will strike most of the 
ifriends of the watenvay as being less consideration 
than is their due. 
However, the best will have to be 


made of that situation. The commission is not mark- 
ing a route or making a survey; it is simply investigat- 
ing the project to determine if it he such an enter- 
prise as should engage the immediate interest of the 
government-and one warranting action by congress 
in the near future.

project, then it may well be concluded that internal 
waterway developments in the United States are a 
long wav ahead of the vision of those who sec a great 
economic movement for water transportation in this 
country.

Physically it is a projcc 
of great feasibility and the cost of it cannot be u- 
garded as a grave obstacle at all.

Throne Yields Too Late. 


The revolutionists are unimpressed by

But while the edicts have apparently 


failed of their hoped for effect in con- 
ciliating-the rebels, they have stirred 
up a most formidable opposition from a 
new source. 


Talk of Vengeful Massacre. ' 


The announcement that most of the 


'Manchu office holders must go and that 
all the Manchu pensions will be cut off 
immediately produced a pronounced dis- 
affection in the ranks of the Manchus 
and many members of this race at once 
began talking in favor of a massacre 
of revenge. 


There were indications already today 


that these proposals would find support 
particularly among the younger Mancln 
princes, who will now be stripped of 
their high offices and unable longer to 
exploit their positions. Officials prom- 
inent among the native Chinese profess 
to have information that Prince Tsui 
Tao, uncle of the baby emperor, is will- 
ing to lead ths massacre party. Prince 
Tsai Tao is well known in Europe. 


Throughout the day foreign legation?, 


the missions and even private bouses oc- 
cupied by foreigners were besieged by 
both JManchus nnd Chinese, who sought

by Accident. 


IS NOW NORMAL AGAIN 


From 3:25 o'clock Monday afternoon 


11 until 9 o'clock 
this morning 
all the 


| street cars in Fort Wayne were operat- 
ed by electric power supplied from the 
Lafayette station of the Fort Wayne 
and "Northern Indiana Traction com- 
pany, 110 miles away. 


Machine trouble at the Spy Run ave- 


nue power plant put the station entire- 
y out of commission so far as power 
for street cars was concerned and the 
long transmission from Lafayette lett 
only a small voltage under which the 
few cars operated were able to do little 
more than creep along the rails. Work- 
men labored steadily through the night 
to get temporary repairs made, and this 
was completed at 0 o'clock today, whan 
the regular schedule was resumed on.ail 
lines. 
. 
. 
The accident was a burning out ol 


the "field" of the No. 2 turbine at the 
Spy Run avenue station, and it occur- 
red at a time when had weather con- 
ditions were making a heavy demand 
upon the car Pnes. 
So weak was the 


available power that it was necessary 
to reduce the number of cars on each 
of the city lines to four and these were 
barely able to move in semi-darkness 
Upon the BhifTton and Huntington in- 
terurban divisions the service was also 
badly crippled. 


The break caught a large number o 


intcrurban passengers in the city am 
unable to get out because cars were no 
running. 
The No. 1 turbine has beo. 


undergoing repairs 
for 
more 
than a 


week and a portion of this machine was 
transferred to the No. 2 turbine, which 
burned out yesterday afternoon, so th;it 
since 0 o'clock today the power has been 
at a normal stage.
